INCOME  TAX  - IN  RETROSPECT 

Before  Ed.  Johnson  left  in  December  he  arranged  for  just  about  everything  possible 
to  keep  the  income  tax  materials  moving  to  you  on  schedule.  But,  as  we  all  know 
now,  the  distribution  of  these  materials  this  year  has  not  been  a very  satisfying 
experience,  either  for  you,  for  us,  or  for  IRS,  Once  you  get  behind  the  delays 
and  errors  start  to  multiply.  Most  of  them  were  unavoidable  under  the  circum- 
stances, We  all  carried  a part  of  the  contacts  during  the  busy  holiday  season, 
and  made  many  a trip  and  telephone  call  to  IRS,  In  spite  of  their  own  workload, 
]RS  did  everything  possible  to  give  us  personal  handling  of  asxf  problem  we  took 
to  them.  We  just  hope  we  don’t  run  into  another  season  where  delayed  legislation 
makes  it  necessary  to  set  new  deadlines  which  can’t  be  met  in  the  time  available.

L,  M,  Vaughan  to  take  the  respons5bTl5ty  of  handl5ng  •income  tax  matters,  5nclud-^ng 
the  tax  aspects  of  social  security  and  the  general  field  of  tax  management  In  the 
farm  business*  As  this  assignment  to  Larry  will  be  in  addition  to  serving  as 
regional  man  for  the  Northeast,  the  work  will  be  largely  that  which  can  be  carried 
out  at  Federal  headquarters.  Some  field  work  outside  the  Northeast  may  be  possi- 
ble and  desirable,  but  will  of  necessity  be  more  limited  than  formerly  and  In  the 
nature  of  attendance  at  regional  committee  meetings.  Income  tax  schools,  etc. 

All  members  of  the  farm  management  staff  will  be  available  to  assist  the  States  1n 
their  respective  regions  with  the  development  of  educational  programs  concerning 
Income  tax,  social  security,  and  related  farm  record  activities,
